The petient is Charles Beardsley, 72 
years old, who lives at a hotel at -617 
Walnut street. He was taken to the 
hospital seriously i.1 last Thursday. 
Dr. Harris, who {fs an expert-on rabies 
gays he found Beardsiey had every symp- 
tom of that disease. He complained of 
pains in the throat, was unable to swal- 
low and couldn’t drink water. He had 
been bitten by a dog about a month be- 
fore. 

On Verge of Convulsions. 
At the time he entered the hospital, 
Beardsley appeared to be on the verge 
of convulsions, usually fatal, which 
are distinctive of the disease. As a last 
resort, the bacteriologist determined to 
try an experiment. 
He had read that J?r. Virgil Moon of 
Chicago had cured dogs afflicted with 
rabies by quinine, given internally and 
hypodermically injected. Beardsley’: 
Case seemed desperate to Dr. Harris and 
he arranged to give him a modification 
of Dr. Moon's treatment. 
He injected 15 grains of quinine un- 
der Beardsley's skin. He said he feared 
the delay—might be fatal if he waited 
to give the quinine internally. The first 
injection was: followed © by: favcrabis 
symptoms and another was given. 
Since then Dr. Harris has given two 
injections. a day and Beardsley’s con- 
valescence has’ been rapid. He says he 
is ready to leave the hospital, but Dr. 
Harris will not dismiss him as cured 
until he has had time to watch devel- 
opments. 

Ringing in the Ears. 

The only ill effects Beardsley suffered 
were ringing in the ears and a tingling 
isensation throughout the body: Dr. Har- 
ris said this was only a natural result of 
the Heavy quinine dosage. 
The bacteriologist's theory is that the 
quinine tendr to throw, off germ organ- 
isma‘in the system. Dr. Moon's experi- 
‘ments with the dogs and Dr. Harris’ ex- 
periments are expected to arouse the 
interest of dootors all over the country. 
Before he began the quinine treatment 
of Beardsley, Dr. Harri: decided not to 
make his plan public. He only told Dr. 
Ralph Kinsella, a resident physician at 
the hospital, who assisted him with the 
case.

on parade in St. Louis, estimated by 
its leaders as numbering 52,000, marche:!

Tie 
line, comprising 170 local untors, wit" 
many bands and gaily decorated floats, 
was 2 hours and 15 minutes In passin« 
any point. Its route was, from the city 
hall, via Broadway and Washington 
avenue, to Market street and Leffing- 
well avenue. 

Women,. many of whom are or have 


lately been on labor's firing line, won 
the greatest applause from the crow 
which lined the sidewalks all the way. 
The telephone girls, who recently sei- 
tled their strike, marched in the posi- 


tion of honor, just after the grand mar- . 


shal and his aids. They carried Japs- 
nese parasols, and small telephone in- 
struments were hung about their necker. 
The waitresses, also carrying paraneig, 
were next in line. 

Garment Workers Chancel. 

The striking garment workers, men, 
women and girls, who were in the mid- 
dle of the parade. were heartily cheered 
everywhere, and in the Washington av- 
enue manufacturing-district they got an 
ovation. 

Because of the complaints made by 
striking-weiters; teléphone employes and 
garment workers against the police, the 
officials of the Central Trades and La- 
bor Union refused to have the customary 
escort of mounted policemen. They got 
along well without the police, starting 
promptly as the City Hall clock struck 
6, and keeping the line of march clear 
by the efforts of four mounted aids; who 
preceded the grand marshal. 

The last division of the parade left 
Twelfth street at 12:15, and it was long 
after 1 when the last of the union men 
broke ranks and scrambled for waiting 
cars, to go to Priester’s Park, Grand 
and Meramac. There many of the men 
met their families, and a picnic began, 
to last through the evening. . 

Ice Wagon Driver Arrested. 

Only once were the police called on 
to make an arrest. This was in front 
of a cafe on Broadway, near Pine street, 
where an ice wagon driver, stopped in 
his rounds by the procession, begau 
throwing pieces of ice at ice wagon 
drivers and milkmen in the last division 
of the parade. Some of those at whom 
the bits of ice were thrown togsed them: 
back, and one woman’s hat waa struck. 
She complained to a policeman, and he 
arrested the iceman, W. G, Milam of 101

CHANGES HIS EVIDENCE 


Boarder Also Alters Statement 
and Says Mrs: McWilliams Ate 
Only Little Sauce. 


Harry Neff of 829 South Bighteenth 
Street, husband of Mrs. Myrtle Belle 
Neff, who died a week ago Sunday from 
arsenic poisoning In chicken dumplings 
at the family dinner, testified Monday 
at the inquest that the dumplings were 
prepared by Mrs. Margaret McWilliams 
and that his wife was not in the kitchen 
while they were being made. 
He denied the statement made by Mrs. 
McWilliams a: tne hospital that Mrs. 
Neff was in the kitchen and handed 
her a blue paper which she said con 
tained baking powder. 
He also changed his statement made 
last Tuesday at the inquest in which he 
testified that his wife was in the kifchen 
with Mrs. MeWilliams part of the time 
the meal was being prepared. 

Did Not Know of Arsenic. 

He told Coroner Padberg that he was 
sick. Tuesday and was worried because 
of the death of his wife and his mind 
was not clear. He had studied the situ- 
ation, he said, and now remembers 
clearly that his wife was not in the 


make the dumplings. 

Neff said that he did not know of the 
purchase of arsenic by Mrs. McWilliams 
a few days before the family were pois- 
oned, and that if his wife caused Mrs. 
McWilliams to purchase the poison for 
her, she did not tell him of it and he 
did not know it was in the house. 

Leo Trimble, a boarder, who also was 
made sick by eating the dumplings, 
asked permission at the inquest to 
change his statement made at a former 
hearing in which he said that Mrs. Mc- 
Williams ate some ef the dumplings. He 
said he meant that she ate only some 
of the sauce from the dumplings. 

Otfered to Make Dumplings. 

Neff testified that Trimble brought 
home a chicken on the Wednesday be- 
fore the Sunday the persons were poj- 
soned, ‘and told Mrs. Neff they could 
have chicken and dumplings for Sunday 
dinner. Mrs. Neff told. Trimble thai 
she was not very good at making 
dumplings, Neff testified, and Mrs. Mo- 
Williams then volunteered to prepare 
the ag ‘saying she was a good’ 
pastry 

Mrs. SA lieris out of the kitchen 
about; 3/30 p;.m., Neff testified, and told 
Mrs. McWilliams the chicken was cooked 
and that all was ready for the dump- 
lings. Mrs. McWilliams went into the 
kitchen, according to Neff, and his wife 
remained in the dining room with him 
and, Trimble unt{l Mrs. McWilliams came 
in an hour later and said the dumplings 
were ready. 

Neff, his wife, and Trimple sat down 
to the table, Neff testified, but Mrs. 
McWilliams said she had eaten at a 
restaurant and was not hungry. His 
wife called Mrs. McWilliams back when 
she had started upstairs, according to 
Neff, and asked her to eat something. 
Mrs. McWilliams then said she would 
drink a cup of. coffee, Neff said, and 
later, when urged by the others, she 
tasted of a little of the sauce over the 
dumplings. 

Neff said that he and Trimble be- 
came sick after eating the meal, but 
that both had drank a bottle of beer 
after eating, and that he believed the 
beer overcame the effect of the poison 
to a large extent. 

The inquest was held open until John 
F. McWilliams, husband of Mrs. Mc- 
Williams, can be summoned to testify. 
He is a mail clerk. Mrs. McWilliams 
is at the city hospital and is yet in a 
serious condition, the physicians4say.

He stated that Presidents Har- 
rison, McKinley, Roosevelt and Taft 
each urged upon Congress the passage 
of a statute conferring on the Federal 
courts jurisdiction to punish violation of 
Federal treaties by citizens of the vari- 
ous states, but that to the present time 
Congress had not acted. The speaker

“But the faith and honor of the nation 
are pledged to their enforcement and it 
ig as much the duty of Congress to en- 
act legislation to carry into effect these 
provisions *f our treaties as it is to 
appropriate money and enact other leg- 
islation which Congress has always done 
to carry out the provisions of our inter- 
national agreements. The result has 
been that the only recourse foreign 
nations have had has been to demand in- 
demnity for such injuries, which this 
Government has always recognized and 
paid. No nation claiming the high pre- 
rogative of the treaty making power has 
a right to shield itself behind the claim 
that one of the constituent ’states of the 
union has violated: the treaty and that 
the central Government has no author- 
ity to redress the grievance. 

He said the United States resented a 
similar position taken by, Brazil in 187, 
and he insisted that the question of the 
admission of alien races is a national 
quéstion; that the Féderal Government 
alone has the power to exclude them 
from the states and if admitted, .to de- 
cide on what’ terms and conditions. 
Mr. Kellogg held that the argument 
is academic; that if there are no im- 
plied limitations to the treaty-making 
power, it might be used to dismember 
the union.

Thousands Buy Papers, Printed 
in Philadelphia, When. News- 

> bo: s Cry Sensation. 

NEW YORK, Sept. 1.—Thousands of 
New Yorkers were victims of a fake 
sensation last night when they bought 
a newspaper across the front page 
of which in black letters three inches 
high they read, ‘Harry Thaw Shot 
Trying to Escape.” 

Those who bought received an even 
greater thrill when they réad below 
that Thaw was “kflled’’ and one or 
more men with him in his dash for 
liberty also were “killed or injured”

On close inspection the. fake be- 
came apparent as the issue was “VOl. 
1, No. 1, of the Sunday Telegram,” 
printed tn Philadelphia, where no 
regularly established paper of that 
name is known. It is estimated that 
over 100,000 copies of the newspaper 
had been sold between Philadelphia 
and New York. 

The story was wholly unfounded, 
Thaw not even having attempted an 
escape.

“Jefferson- was an individualist, and 
so am I to an extent, but in that part 
of his teaching lays his weakness. He 
taught ‘the survival of the fittest’ and 
taught man to think for and take care 
of himself first. But I long for the day 
when every man will answer ‘yes’ to 
the question, 
er?’ 

“Lats Do Not Change Hearts.” 
“But let me say that I have no hope 
of that unselfish attitude coming 
through any legislative enactment. In 
my State the Legislature made it a 
crime to play nine pins. The day after 
the bill was signed the gamblers added 
another ‘pin and now they play tenpins. 
“So, while I believe in all good reme- 
dial legislation, I do not belleve that 
bad people will be reformed by statu- 
tory enactment. It is impossible to 
change men’s hearts by law. 

“Now, this country of ours is living 
today a beautiful practical Christian life 
in many ways—in many ways I say—but 
there is too much tendency for men. to: 
counsel with sharp lawyers as to what:

We believe it is wrong to destroy trees, kill any 
grass or place any more buildings in the park. 
We have too much that is being used for other 
than park purposes there now. There is the 
police station, with its pastures, which are sel- 
dom used, railroad tracks, the A. A. A. club house 
and grounds, street car pavilions; and we have 
been advised that plans have been drawn and 
it is proposed to erect a large club house for 
Police officers. We have ball grounds, tennis 
courts, golf links, etc, and if this 164 acres is 
given to the Zoological Society what is there 
left for the man and -his family who does not 
care for these things? 

The small collection of animals now maintained 
in the park is not objectionable to our association, 
but we do object to.the setting aside of one-. 
eighth of the park for Zoological Gardens. 

This is a large undertaking and will re- 
puire intelligent and competent management, and 
while the gentlemen who are now back of this 
enterprise are, no doubt, all that could be de- 
sired, will the same class of men contro] and 
will we have proper management in five or 16 
years from now, ang if we do not,’ what will be 
dene about it? |
